MINING NEAR - PITTSTON. 


Seven Collieries Operating in the Dis- 
trict with Reduced Forces. 
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Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSTON, Penn., Aug. 27.—The chances 
for an early resumption of the mines in the 
anthracite coal fields, on the same scale 
as they were operated previous to the 
strike of the mine workers, are not very 
good according to the outlook here. This 
can be considered official,’ for the Superin- 
tendents of the coal companies practically 
admit that at the present rate there is no 
chance of getting all the colleries in opera- 
tion within several months time. 

Seven collieries have been started up ac- 
cording to the statements given out at the 
offices of the companies in this city, but 
none of them is working at anything like 
its capacity. 

At each of these mines it is admitted by 
the companies that they have only about 
100 men at work, but the claim is made 
that they are getting more every day. The 
collieries working the Oxford of the 
People’s Coal Company, the Vonstorch & 
Dickson of the and Hudson in 
this city; the Dodge & Hampton 
of the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
in this city, and the Avondale of the latter 
company at Kingston. The normal tonnage 
of these mines during regular working time 
is about 1,000 tons per day, while at pres- 
ent they are turning out on an average of 
300 tons. At this rate, even if all the col- 
lieries in the anthracite field were in opera- 
tion, the output would hardly be enough 
to meet the demand and supply the market. 

While on an average of 3,000 tons of 
meined coal is being daily prepared in the 
district, the average for 1900, when but 176 
Gays were worked during the year, was 
289,583 tons per day. Besides these mines, 
there are twenty washeries being operated 
in the hard-coal fields. The plants wash 
the culm or refuse, which a few years ago 
was discarded, and obtain several grades 
of coal._therefrom. Twenty-five per cent. 
of this washed coal is known in the mar- 
ket as pea and is large enough for fuel pur- 
poses, while the remainder is designated as 
rice and bird's-eye and is used for steam 
rurposes alone. The average capacity of 
these washeries is placed at 600 tons, but 
many of them are running above this 
amount at present owing to the demand for

that class of coal, all of which is being 
rushed to the market by rail. Coal is rather 
scarce in the local market, considering the 
fact that it is being mined here and that 
the companies have large stocks of it on 
hend. ‘There is a good supply of coal on 
hand in the yards of the companies situ- 
ated in this vicinity. 

In the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern yard at Taylor, three miles south of 
this city, there are stored about 400 cars 
of coal of domestic sizes. These cars are of 
various sizes, the smallest holding 20 tons, 
while the largest have a capacity of 50 
tons. It ‘is estimated that there is at least 
12,000 tons of coal stored there, while at 
other yards of the company, situated at 
Clark’s Summit, nine miles north of here, 
about the same amount is stored. Twenty- 
five thousand tons have been stored in the 
Lehigh Valley yards at Coxton, near Pitts- 
ton, ever since the early part of the strike, 
but during the past week the company has 
commenced to move it. Every day lon 
trains are leaving that place for Western 
points, presumably Chicago. The Delaware 
and Hudson has coal stored at Carbondale 
and the Erie at Wimmers, but in what 
quantity cannot be learned to-night. It 
seems safe to say, however, that there 
are stored within a short distance of the 
coal fields half a million tons of coal. 


WESTERN BANKERS CONFIDENT. 


Will Be Able to Move the Great Grain 
Crop with but Little Assistance.

CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—President Eckels 
of the Commercial National Bank some 
time ago sent out requests to the corre- 
spondents of that bank throughout the 
West for a brief statement of opinion as 
to the business outlook for the coming 
Fall and Winter, and of the ability of the 
Western banks to handle the crop move- 
ment. Replies from a large number of these 
correspondents have been received, and a 
summary of them gives an expression of 
the best banking opinion in Illinois, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and other Western 
States. 

The general tone of these replies to Mr. 
Eckels’s request is an optimistic one. 
Bankers throughout the Western States 
seem very confident that a high degree 
of prosperity will continue to prevail in all 
lines of business in consequence largely of 
the abundant crops. With regard to the 
movement of these crops the consensus 
of opinion is that while the West will have 
to call upon New York and other Hastern 
assistance, the demands 
will be no greater this 


centres for some 
for this purpose 
year than last. 

The banks in all of the States covered are 
reported to be in a very strong position 
and able to do a good deal toward facilitat- 
ing the movement of crops this Fall. A 
rather firm money market for the next 
few weeks is looked for, but there is a 
feeling of confidence expressed that noth- 
ing in the shape of a stringency will -de- 
velop, at least so far the legitimate 
business interests of the country are con- 
cerned,

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TO SUPPLY THE WORLD'S MEAT. 


Packing Trust Forming In Argentina to 
Unite with the American Combine.

* LONDON, Aug. 27.—Edward and William 
V. Casey of Buenos Ayres, with the assist- 
ance of British capital, are organizing a 
combine of the refrigerating, packing, @nd 
cattle growing interests of the Argentine 
Republic, with a view to joining hands with 
the Chicago Packing Trust in order to con- 
trol the meat trade of the world. They be- 
lieve that When such an amalgamation has 
been effected the United States and Ar- 
gentina wili be able to dictate the price of 
food wherever the human family depends 
on pork and beef for its sustenance. Ed- 

ward Casey, in an interview to-day, said: 

“The United States is at present the 
world’s butcher; but the increasing de- 
mands of its own population and the de- 
creasing supply of cattle will eventually 
force the American packers to devote them- 
selves exclusively to the home market. 
Then will be the time that Argentina will 
demonstrate the inexhaustible productive- 
ness of its virgin soil. 

“Whether we ally with the 
American Trust or not, we shall certainly 
give it a fight for the profitable British 
market, which is dependent on North and 
South America meat during nine months of 
the year. The chilled meats of Argentina 
and the United States can be sold in Great 
Britain at a profit of 60 per cent., while 
the demand constantly exceeds our ca- 
pacity. When our arrangements are com- 
plete we expect to engage an experienced 
Chicago packer to conduct the business, and 
particularly to introduce the Chicago 
method of using every part of the slaugh- 
tered animals.”’

NOTABLE WILL CASE. 


Wife of Minister 
$300,000 


Loomis Receives 


by Court’s Decision.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Aug. 27.—One of the 
most notable will cases ever tried in Ohio 
was settled to-day. By this action the 
wife of Francis B. Loomis, a former Cin- 
cinnati newspaper man, now United States 
Minister to Portugal and ex-Minister to 
Venezuela, receives $300,000, and the other 
two nieces of P. P. Mast, the late million- 
aire Springfield manufacturer, whom he 
adopted with Mrs. Loomis as his daughters, 
will each get a similar amount. The result 
was reached largely through .efforts of 
Cincinnati attorneys. 

John B. Thacher, an attorney, appeared 
with a number of notes against the late 
millionaire. By the final decision all these 
notes are invalid, and the whole estate gues 
to the heirs. The matter was pushed quiet- 
ly through the courts on legal questions 
which involved judicial consideration of the 
will as to certain life estates and contingent 
remainders. 

Among the outside ,beneficiaries is the 
Ohio Wesleyan University of Delaware for 
$150,000 for various purposes, and the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Conference of Cincinnati, 
which will be given a substantial sum for 
the aid of superannuated ministers.

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GOT GEMS WORTH $10,000 | HOTEL SEIZED FoR DEBT; 


Obtained Them from Bowery Dealer 
on Memorandum. 


Man Who Filed With Pocketful of Dia- 
monds Believed to be Held 
in Montreal. 


The police successfully kept secret for 
nearly two weeks all news of a big dia- 
mond robbery. Some meagre details of the 
affair were made public last night after 
the alleged offender had been arrested in 
Montreal, 

The jewels taken were valued at $10,000, 
and were obtained on memorandum from 
J, Robinson, a dealer, at 158 Bowery, on 
Aug. 15. Louis Cohen is the name of the 
man arrested after a long search. 

Among the Chiefs of Police asked to look 
out for the gems and whoever might have 
them were those of Philadelphia, Boston, 
Albany, Byffalo, Washington, Chicago, and 
San Francisco. Circulars describing the 
missing diamonds were forwarded by mail, 
and the police of each city were asked to 
make every effort to recover the jewels 
and get the man. 

Detective Sergeant Rosenberg of Capt. 
Titus’s staff was put on the case, and a 
telephone message received from him last 
night from Montreal was to the effect that 


he had captured the man he went for while 
he was walking the streets of the Canadian 
city. Rosenberg also said that he had re- 
covered about $5,000 worth of the stolen 
property, and that he had hopes of get- 
ting more if he remains in Montreal a day 
or two longer. The Canadian police, ~ he 
said, will hold Cohen for ‘him in safe ,cus- 
tody while he makes the search. His plan 
is to start for this city with the prisoner 
and the diamonds on Saturday. 

The police say that the gems were hand- 
ed to Cohen by Robinson in person, but 
that is all the information they will give 
about the case. Even Cohen's address is 
withheld for the present.

It is believed 
that the man was shut up in the bux for 
many days. 


RAILROAD TO FIGHT FIRES. 


The N. Y., N. H. and H. Will Do Away 
with Insurance by Furnishing 
Its Own Departments.

NEWBURG, N. Y., Aug. 27.—The New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company has established independent fire 
departments at all its stations and freight 
yards along the Highland Division. The 
company has taken the matter of fire in- 
None of the 
company’s property is to be insured in 
the future. They argue that, if office forces 
are well organized and have the proper 
paraphernalia to fight fire, they can do it 
quicker and more effectively than a fire 
department, which necessarily loses much 
time in reaching the scene of a fire. 

At the yard here the company has placed 
fire hydrants. Three crabs are ! the yard, 


each equipped with 350 feet of first-class 
hose. Besides the hydrants, the company 
has supplied the various buildings with 
four kinds of extinguishers, and the em- 
ployes have been instructed in their use. » 

The company has converted its insur- 
ance fund into a fire department fund, 
and the officials feel sanguine it will prove 
as useful. Day and night forces are em- 
ployed at the station and freight yards, 
thus giving the railroad property continual 
protection. 


CORNER IN MEXICAN MINES. 


General Representative of American 
Smelting Company Denies that 
One Is.Contemplated.

AUSTIN, Texas, Aug. 27.—H. M. Dieffen- 
bach, general representative of the Ameri- 
can Smelting and Refining Company in 
Mexico, in an interview, makes denial of 
the report that the Smelter Trust is trying 
to obtain control by purchase or lease of 
all the principal copper mines of Mexico. 
He says it is no secret that the Gug- 
genheim Exploration Company, which is 
closely allied with the American Smelting 
and Refining Company, is making an effort 
to secure mining properties of all sorts— 
copper, silver, and lead—that are already 
developed, but he knows of no special 


effort being made to acquire any particu- 
lar copper mines, and, in fact, of none that 
is for sale. 

If the company should find a paying cop- 
er mine for sale, oan effort would probably 
e made to buy it,,but there is no more 
than this in the report that the company 
is about to get a corner on the copper mines 
of Mexico.

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PATRONS THE SUFFERERS. 


Valuables Held in Safe of Coleman 
House, Atlantic City—Meals 
Suddenly Cease.

ATLANTIC CITY, Aug. 27.—There was 
a panic among the patrons of the Coleman 
House, in Carolina Avenue, to-day, when 
just before the hour for luncheon a court 
officer with two attachments obtained by 
local tradesmen seized everything in sight. 

A score or more of persons were on the 
Piazza, waiting for the call to the dining 
room. The court officer went to the kitch- 
en and informed the chef and his staff that 
their services would be no longer required. 
Then the hungry guests were told that they 
must vacate the hotel at once. 

A great commotion ensued. Two women 
who said they had all their money, jew- 
elry, and return tickets to Pittsburg in the 
hotel safe, where they had been since Sun- 
day, when the propri@tors of the hotel left 
the ctty, became hysterical. The officer 
was obdurate, however, and, after advis- 
ing the two women that they could file a 
claim for their property in court, he ad- 
vised all guests to leave. A few went to 
other hotels, but the majority left the city. 


HER COIFFURE COST HER JOB. 


Woman in Government Printing Office 
Refused to Modify Her Style of 
Hairdressing.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—A young wo- 
man employed in the Government Printing 
Office has been removed from her job be- 
cause of her way of dressing her hair. It 
appears that she was employed once before 
and it was found that her theories of hair- 
dressing were incompatible with the re- 
quirements of the Government service. She 
was removed, but later was reinstated un- 
der an erroneous impression that her views 
on the coiffure issue had undergone modi<- 
fication. 

The foreman of the press room, where 
she has been working, called her up the 
other day and told her that she must part 
either with her style of hairdressing or 
with her job. ‘It seriously interferes with 
your work,” he said, ‘‘and prevents your 
doing your duty to the Government satis- 
factorily.” 

The young woman appealed the case t6 
Oscar J. Ricketts, private secretary to the 
Public Printer, who is temporarily in 
charge of the department in the Public 
Printer’s absence. 

“The complaint against you,’ said Mr. 
Ricketts, ‘‘is that your hair interferes with 
the feeding of the presses and causes the 
spoiling of many sheets of paper.” 

He declined to interfere, and the young 
woman became jobless and Is still that way. 
There is no other complaint against her, 
and should she submit to an ovération on 
her tresses, she will be promptly reinstated. 
Hitherto she has declined. 

A sphinx-like silence about the exact 
stvle of hair dressing and the way in which 
it interfered with her work is preserved by 
the officials of the department. In con- 
sequence of this reserve, two stories are 
current. One is that her hair was blown 
about by the wind and got on the paper, 
and the other is that her style of hair 
dressing was so unique and attractive that 
her fellow employes were unable to keep 
their eyes off her and that hence their 
work, not hers, deteriorated. Neither of 
these stories can be confirmed. 


LITTAUER IS RENOMINATED. 


He Defeats Emerson in the Twenty- 
fifth District Congressional Fight.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 27.—The Lit- 
tauer and Emerson factions locked horns in 
the Republican new Twenty-fifth Con- 
gressional District Convention, which this 
afternoon renominated Congressman Lu- 
cius N. Littauer, the millionaire glove man- 
ufacturer of Gloversville, Fulton County. 
The vote stood 23 to 11 in favor of Littauer. 

Delegate Thomas Liddle of Montgomery 
County created albreeze by openly declar- 
ing in ‘a speech that the Republicans of 
that county had been betrayed on the mat- 
ter of representation in convention by the 
treachery of County Chairman L. F. Fish 
and District Committeeman Emil Rebell, 
both of that county. The verbal assault 
made by Mr. Liddle was replied to by 'Sen- 
ator E. T. Brackett, who defended Messrs. 
Fish and Rebell. 

By a vote of 23 to 11 the basis of repre- 
sentation in future Twenty-fifth Congres- 
sional District Republican Conventions was 
fixed as follows: Fulton and Hamilton, 9;

A MONOPOLY OF GLUCOSE. 
The Corn Products Company Swallows 


Up Its Sole Remaining 
Competitor.

CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—Advices from New 
York to-day reported the final merger of 
the Corn Product Company, which will give 
that corporation an absolute monopoly of 
the glucose business of the country and 
complete control of its line of producing. 
The New York Glucose Company, the only 
corporation outside the trust, is reported to 
heve given in. A consolidation plan is to 
be announced in a few days which will give 
the terms of the surrender. 

New York Glucose is owned by the 
Rockefellers. Corn Products promoters 
managed to accumulate about 49 per cent. 
of its stock, but the Rockefeller interests, 
owning the other 51 per cent., refused to 
join the combine. It is now reported that 
a statement of the earnings of Corn Pro- 
ducts was last week shown the Rocke- 
feller interests and that it was so favorable 
that William Rockefeller agreed to .nerge 
the New York Glucose Company with the 
large organization. 

The New York company has a capitaliza- 
tion of only $2,500,000, and no bonds, while 
the Corn Products Company has a capital 
of $30,000,000 preferred and $50,000,000 com- 
mon stock and no bonds. For the past 
two weeks or more Corn Products stock 
has been active, the common selling up to 
34% from a price of 27 and 28 only recently.

Italian Liner Hit by Fruit Vessel 
Off Fort Hamilton. 


IMMIGRANTS PANIC-STRICKEN 


Holes in Port Bow and Side of the 
Liguria Made by the Peconic— 
More Than 1,000 Passengers 
Witnessed the Accident. 


More than 1,000 persons were thrown into 
the wildest kind of a panic when two trans- 
atlantic liners were in collision in the har- 
bor yesterday afternoon. The vessels that 
came together were the Italian liner Lig- 
uria of the Navigazione Generale Italiana 
and the Mediterranean fruit steamship 
Peconic. The former was bound in from 
Naples, and the latter was outward bound 
for Malta and other Mediterranean ports. 

It was about 4:30 o’clock when the Lig- 
uria, which had on board 1,015 passengers, 
959 of whom were in the steerage, arrived 
in the Lower Bay on her way to quaran- 
tine. The passengers were on deck, taking 
in the view of the city beyond and joyful 
on account of the end of a two weeks’ voy- 
age, when, just ahead and bound in the 
direction of the Hook, they noted two 
steamships, one on each side of the ap- 
proaching Liguria. The vessel to the right 
of the Liguria was an excursion boat and 
the one to the left was the Peconic. There 
was no reason to think of.danger in con- 
nection with the pleasure craft, but the 
reverse was soon demonstrated to be the 
case as regarded the Peconic. 

As the Peconic approached nearer Capt. 
Montano of the Liguria sounded his siren 
once as a signal that he would kéep on his 
course and as a request that the Peconic 
pass to his right. The reply of the Peconic 
was two shrill blasts, which meant that for 
some reason or other that vessel was going 
to attempt to pass in front of the Italian 
vessel. A moment later Capt. Montano, 
realizing what was about to happen, and in 
a desperate attempt to avert the threat- 
ened collision, sounded three quick blasts, 
which told the Peconic that his engines 
would be reversed and that he would go 
full speed astern. 

The movement was too late, however, 
and the engineers of the Liguria had hardly 
executed their commander's order when 
the \\Peconic’s sharp bow crashed into the 
Liguria’s port bow, near the stem. With 
a terrific crash the iron plates of the Li- 
guria gave way. A minute later the 
Peconic, whose stem was mutilated and 
twisted out of shape, backed out, leaving 
a great hole about 25 feet in height 
and 20 feet in width in the bow of the 
Italian ship. There was another gash just 
abaft the great one, but it was an in- 
significant affair on account of the magni- 
tude of its neighbor.

The trouble was not over, however, for 
the Peconic had hardly got her battered 
nose out of the great gash in the Liguria 
than shé drifted a little further down and 
struck the passenger craft another blow, 
but a@ very weak one, about amidships, 
knocking off a coal port door and making 


two gashes of about two feet in diameter 
each, one of them being just above the 
water line and the other underneath the 
water. Through the opening under the 
water the water rushed in, but as the hole 
was in a compartment the doors were 
closed, and danger from that source was 
averted. There were also two big dents 
in the Laguria’s side. 

As soon as the Peconic was clear of his 
vessel Capt. Montano put a collision canvas 
over the great gash forw@rd, and, ordering 
the water ballast shifted to the starboard 
side to list the ship and to keep her from 
teking in water through the big hole, the 
bottom of which was level with the water, 
directed the course resumed and steamed 
into Quarantine about the worst battered 
up ship that has stopped there for examin- 
ation in many years. 

The point where the Liguria was struck 
first was directly in that part of the ship 
where are located some of the steerage 
quarters, Fortunately the thousand per- 
sons, all of whom were Italian immigrants, 
were on deck when the crash came. Not 
a single one was injured in the least, but 
the panic on board, according to many of 
the cabin passengers and the officers of 
the ship, including Capt. Montano, beggars 
description. Men, women, and of course 
the children were for the time being frantic 
with fright, and the situation was very 
serious, but the ship’s officers and crew 
realized what steps were necessary to 
quiet the people and immediately put them 
into execution. 

The women and children screamed and 
ran, tore their hair, or wrung their hands 
in their fright, while the men, who were 
in a very little less pitiable condition, made 
all kinds of wild conjectures as to the 
fate they thought awaited them, the ef- 
fect of which was that the women and chil- 
dren were made more hysterical. Many of 
the women fainted, and had to be attended 
by the crew and others. 

The panic, however, was very short, ow- 
ing to the way in which Capt. Montano and 
the men under him responded to the situa- 
tion. Their work was marvelous, accord- 
ing to the cooler headed of, the passengers, 
not only as regarded the quickness with 
which they acted, but the good results at- 
tained also. 

The pilot of the Liguria was Frederick 
Cramer, who had charge of the boat when 
the collision occurred. Cramer, when the 
liner was berthed at the foot of West 
Thirty-fourth Street, deemed it wise to 
wait until after he had reported to his su- 
reriors before talking for publication. 
Capt. Montano was not so reticent, and he 
talked at length of the accident, the blame 
for which, he did not hesitate to say was 
with the Peconic and not the Liguria. 


CAPT. MONTANO’S ACCOUNT. 

“We were nearing Qaurantine,” Capt. 
Montano said, ‘“‘when the collision oc- 
curred. I noticed that two boats were go- 
ing out, one on either side of me, the 
craft to my left being the Peconic. When 
it became apparent that the Peconic was 
going to come very close to me, if not in 
actual contact with me, I signaled that I 


was going to keep to my course and for 
the Peconic to pass me on the starboard. I 
do not remember hearing any complying 
signal until a minute later perhaps, when I 
was astounded to hear two blasts, which 
meant that he was going to cross my bows. 
Realizing my danger. I immediately sig- 
naled for full speed astern, and, of course, 
thought that the Peconic’s Captain would 
do the same. He did not, and a second 
later came the terrific collision, the great 
impact of which and the resulting noise 
wrecked my port bow near the stem and 
for a few moments many of my passen- 
gers were panic-stricken. The panic lasted 
only a little time, and we had everybody 
quiet in very short order. 

“That a number of people were not 
killed I consider almost miraculous. If it 
had been in the.night time when the steer- 
age passengers would have been below, 
great loss of life would have undoubtedly 
resulted.”’

enth Street and Fifth Avenue, Dr. Van De 
Water was on deck when the accident oc- 
curred, and he witnessed the whole thing. 
Concerning it and the way in which Capt. 
Montano and his men deported themselves 
the clergyman said: 

‘*I heard our ship blow her whistle, but 
heard no answering reply. I saw that a 
collision was inevitable and braced myself 
against the rail for the shock. The noise 
made when the two vessels came together 
was terrific. The bows of the Peconic 
seemed to collapse like paper and the side 
of our ship was crushed in in the same way. 
I was looking down on the immigrants 
herded together in the well, and the panic 
that followed the collision is a sight I 
never wish to witness again. 

‘“‘I saw men and women rushing around 
like mad, pushing and crowding each other 
like so many beasts. Men had no consid- 
eration for the women whatever, and 
seemed only to think of themselves. Sud- 
denly I saw the crew of the steamship 
pushing their way through the crowd, grab- 
bing excited men and thrusting them to 
one side, all the time talking and shouting 
at the top of their voices. At the end of 
perhaps twenty minutes these men had 
quieted the panic-stricken immigrants, and 
all was peaceful again. I never saw any- 
thing like the work of those sailors. They 
seemed to know exactly what to do. Ina 
very short space of time the water ballast 
of the ship had been shifted, and the steer- 
age ere ep ordered over on the star- 
board side. This raised the damaged por- 
tion of the steamship clear of the water, 
and the storm canvas was put over the 
opening. I looked around at the end of a 
half an hour at the immigrants, but all ex- 
citement seemed to have left them, except 
for a few women who were crying hysteri- 
cally. I cannot say too much of the effi- 
cient way in which the officers and crew of 
the steamship handled that mass of fear-~ 
stricken beings.”’ 

Another passenger was the Rev Thomas 
Rodriguez. He did not seem to be affected 
by the collision, and when asked of his ex- 
periences by a friend, he said: 

‘Why, it’s nothing, is it?’’ I have never 
seen so many craft in one place before in 
all my life, and I imagined that such a 
thing as a collision between two boats in 
this busy place would be a dally occurrence, 
You say it is seldom it occurs? Well, that 
is trfily wonderful.” “ 

Phelps Brothers & Co. are the agents of 
the Peconic at New York. A member of 
the firm after he had seen the Peconic said 
yesterday afternoon that she looked as if 
she had ran into a stone wall, so badly was 
she battered up. She was a mass of twist- 
ed iron forward, and dents and gashes were 
big enough to show her men at_work in 
the hold. The ship put back to Brooklyn 
after the collision, and it will be many 
weeks probably before she will be in a fit 


“condition to continue her journey. 


MITCHELL’S REPLY TO HEWITT. 


Says Latter Attempts to Obscure Real 
issue of Strike—No Desire to Pre- 
vent Non-Union Men Working.

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Aug. 27.—A re- 
ply to the arbitration statement of Abram 
S. Hewitt was made to-night by President 
Mitchell after a careful perusal of Mr. 
Hewitt’s statement. Mr. Mitchell says that 
he and Mr. Hewitt have frequently talked 
over the policy of the miners’ organiza- 
tions, and that it is surprising to him that 
Mr. Hewitt should thus convey to the pub- 
lic impressions which are not founded upon 
fact or justfied by any demand made hy 
the union 

Mr. Mitchell seid that it was quite plain 
to him that the real purpose of the state- 
ments made by Mr. “ewitt—and which 
were repeated almost verbatim by Mr. John 
D. Crimmins—was to obscure the real issues 
involved in the strike and to divert public 
attention from the unfortunate conditions 
under which men and boys have been forced 
to labor in the anthracite coal fields. 

“The members of the miners’ organiza- 
tion,”’ said President Mitchell, ‘‘ have never 
scught to prevent non-members from work- 
irg with them in the mines, and they have 
ro int :ntion of seeking to abridge the right 
of any mine worler to become or not to Le- 
come a member of the organization in the 
future. ‘The miners ere on strike for living 
wages; they are on strike for American 
conditions of employment, and nothing 
Hewitt can will prove sufficient to 
divert attention from the real issues. 

‘Mr. Hewitt'’s fear that I might become 
a dietator and go into the business of nam- 
ing Presidents of the United States, is to 
say the least amusing, an.l were it not for 


the fact that I krow Mr. Hewitt to be a 
serious man I should conclude that he was 
jesting. The truth is that the miners’ union 
is a non-political crganization; its members 
vote for whoever they choose, and if I or 
eny other officer cf the organization were 
to attempt to dictate or even suggest how 
the miners should vote, I should be prompt- 
ly told that the miners were a¥undantly 
able to judge for themselves in the exercise 
of their sovereign citizenship.”

The Beach sisters were visiting the 
Duncan girls. 

The girls went rowing together on the 
lake this forenoon, and, deciding to go 
in bathing, they rowed to the shore, where 
they prepared for their bath. Supposing 


that the shore sloped gently they joined 
hands and walked out into the water. 

In a moment they were beyond their 
depth. None of the girls could swim. 
They screamed for help, but before rescuers 
could get to them from the other side of 
the lake they were drowned.

OLD GUIDE HIS GUEST. 


Great Throng Greets Chief Ex= 
ecutive at Bangor—He Pre- 
vents a Stampede— 
Crowds at Augusta 
and Other 
Places. 


ELLSWORTH,.-Me., Aug. 27.—The Presie, 
dent’s second day in the Pine Eree State. 
was full of interest. Starting from the 
Governor’s residence at an early hour, hd! 
was taken for a short drive about the City 
of Augusta, and at 9:30 o’clock left for: 
Bangor, where the principal speech of the. 
day was delivered at the Fair Grounds in! 
the presence of an immense audience, 
which listened with marked attention to 
his address, and which not infrequently, 
drowned his words with applause. The. 
same close attention was given him at 
Waterville, where from far and near came 
hundreds to see and hear the first Presi- 
dent who has visited Maine in many years. j 
In anticipation of his coming a genera} | 
holiday was declared and all business wae! 
suspended. 

Just before leaving Augusta, the President , 
heard that his old guide, Bill Sewall, of 
Island Falls, Me., who had accompanied | 
him on many hunting expeditions, and who , 
had for a time been employed on his ranch: 
in Dakota, was at Bangor. He immedi-|} 
ately wired Congressman Powers at Ban-} 
gor to corrall him and hold on to him until 
he reached that city. That the Congress- 
man carried out these instructions was 
fully proved when he produced the tall, 
raw-boned, red-whiskered hunter upon the 
President's arrival. 

“I am glad to see you, Bill,” said the 
President, whereupon Bill replied: ‘ You 
ain’t no gladder than I be.” 

Then it was that the President told the( 
story of his friendship of many years with 
the old guide and hunter, and how many 
years ago while on a hunting trip through 
Maine, owing to the shortage in the meat 
supply, they had eaten muskrat together, 
which the President said was the last meat 
he had eaten in Maine before this trip. 
The President seemed to delight in the 
rural simplicity of the man, and insisted 
that he should sit down to dinner with him. 


Bill therefore had the distinction that 
comes to but few of dining with the Chief 
Executive of the Nation and the Governor 
of his State at the same time. 

While at the fair grounds some one sug- 
gested to Sewall, who was seated on the 
platform with the President, that he should 
go to Washington and secure an appoint- 
ment as Postmaster, but “ Bill” had al- 
ready received this honor, and said to his 
inquisitor: ‘‘I be Postmaster already. 

On the drive through Bangor a pretty lit- 
tle incident occurred at the Orphans’ Home. 
The President’s carriage was stopped in 
front of the portico, where the little tots 
were assembled, and they greeted him in 
song, the words, especially prepared for 
the occasion, running: 


He is very, very good; 
And be it understood, 
He is right here in our view. 


The President thanked them heartily. 

3efore beginning to speak at the fait 
grounds the President, noticing the jam- 
ming and pushing of the crowd in front of 
the grand stand, cautioned the people to 
be careful of the women and children, and 
asked them to show their capacity to man- 
age themselves, which immediately had 
the desired effect. The platform from 
which the President spoke was directly in 
front of the grand stand, which was packed 
with humanity. Behind him was another 
dense crowd. He humorously informed his 
audiences that he did not think he faced 
both ways, but that, on that occasion, he 
would have to. He quickly caught his 
hearers, who were most enthusiastic. Upon 
leaving the platform he drove around the 
race track in response to cries from the 
audience that he do so. 

President F. O. Beal of the Fair Associa- 
tion set the crowd wild when he proposed 
three cheers ‘‘for the noblest President 


the world ever heard of.” 

To-night the President dined here at the 
home of Senator Hale, who accompanied 
the party from Bangor. At the_ station, 
when the train pulled in, the President was 
escorted to a platform near by and deliv- 
ered a short address. He left at 10 o’clock 
for Nashua, N. H., and other points in 
that State, where he will speak to-morrow. 


President Says United States Must 
Play the Part of a Great Power. 


ELLSWORTH, Me., Aug. 27.—The Presi- 
dential train arrived here at 5:45 on sched- 
ule time. The President on alighting was 
introduced by Senator Hale to the local 
reception committee, headed by Mayor 
Greeley, and then he was conducted to a 
gayly decorated platform close by. As 
usual applause greeted his appearance, and 
Senator Hale also came in for a round of 
In a brief speech he introduced the 
President. The President said: 

‘“‘Mr. Senator and you, my Friends and 
Fellow-Citizens: 

“T have thoroughly enjoyed the two days 
that I have spent in your beautiful State. 
I have enjoyed seeing the State and I have 
enjoyed the most meeting what really 
counts in any State—the men and women. 
[Applause.] I think that the more one 
studies the problems of life and of civiliza- 
tion, the more one realizes the infinitely 
greater importance of the man than of his 
physical surrounding. Of course, one has 
to have certain physical advantages in 
order to exercise to the best advantage 
one’s own qualities; but it is the last 
that counts. There are other countries 
than ours just as fitted by nature to be 
agricultural, commercial, and_ industrial 
centres, and they fail to reach the 
height that ours has reached because they 
have not the same men to take advantage 
of the conditions. Now we ought not to 
say that in any spirit of boastfulness. We 
ought to say it as a reminder to us that 
we are not to be excused if, in the future, 
we do any less well than has been done in 
the past. There are plenty of problems 
ahead of us. We stand on the threshold of 
a new century. No one can say what trial 
will be before this Nation during that 
century, but that there must be trials we 
may be sure. 

‘**No nation can face greatness without 
having to face trials, exactly as po man 


cheers. 


can deliberately enter upon a career which * 


leads upward and onward without making 
up his mind that there will be roughness 
for him to surmount. Whether we will or 
not, we must hereafter play in the world 
the part of a great power. We can play 
that part ill, or we can play it well, but 
play it somehow we must. [Applause.] 
“It is not open to us to dodge the dif- 
ficulties. We can run away if we want to, 
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but I Go not think, gentlemen, that you 
are built that way. [Applause.] 

“We have to face difficulties at home 
and abroad, for the great problems always 
before any nation are the problems of 
keeping up its honor in international af- 
fairs and when there is armed assault from 
without. In international affairs, in times 
of peace, our honor is in our own keeping. 
It rests with us to keep it unstained. And 
all that is necessary—not that it 


easy always—is that the people should will 
intelligently to keep it unstained. But if 
there comes trouble from without it is not 
enought then to do well within our own 
borders, as you who fought in the civil war 
know. It was not enough in 1861 that you 
managed things well in Maine; you had to 


manage them wellelsewhere, too. I earnestly 
hope, and I can say in all sincerity that [ 
believe that there is but small chance of 
our having to face trouble abroad, but we 
shall avoid it, not by blindly refusing to 
admit that there ever might be trouble, 
but by safeguarding against it. And the 
best possible safeguard for this Nation 
is an adequate and highly efficient navy. 

am glad to speak in the home of the 
Chairman of the Senate Committee of 
Naval Affairs.. [Applause.] 

“*I do not suppose it is necessary to tell 
any audience which has a thoroughly good 
common school education that you do not 
win victories merely on the day on which 
the battle is fought. You have got to 

repare for them in advance. When Man- 
la and Santiago were fought great glory 
came to the men aboard the ships who did 
the fighting, but an equal meed of praise 
belongs to those men who prepared in ad- 
Vance.

“We wish id trying any

SIMPLE LIFE EXTOLLED. 


President Speaks at Bangor Upon the 
Need of National Morality. 


BANGOR, Me., Aug. 27.—The special 
train bearing the President and his party 
arrived at 12 o'clock, on scheduled time. 
The President was met at the train by 
President Beal of the Eastern Maine State 
Fair Association, Senator Hale, Congress- 
men Littlefield and Powers, and others. 

The party immediately started for a drive 
about the city. The drive ended at the 
fair grounds, where the President ad- 
dressed a vast crowd. The President spoke 
as follows: 

“T am glad to greet the farmers of 
Maine. During the century that has closed 
the growth of industrialism has necessarily 
meant that cities and towns have increased 
in population more rapidly than the coun- 
try districts. And yet it remains true now, 
as it has always been, that, in the last re- 
sort, the country districts are in 
which we are surest to find the old Ameri- 
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vidual initiative ren ain 
typical of life in the country, life on a farm, 
in a lumbering camp, on a ranch. Neither 
the farmers nor their hired hands can 
work thrcugh combinations as readily as 
the capitalists cr wage workers of cities 
can werk. 

“Jt must not be understood from this 
that.there have been no changes in farming 
and farm life. The contrary is the case.

There has been much anes, eee prog- 
ress. The Granger and si r organiza- 
tions, the Farmers’ Institutes, and all the 
alliances which promote intelli t co- 
operation and give opportunity for social 
and intellectual intercourse among the 
farmers have played a large part in raising 
the level of life and work in the country 
districts. In the domain of government the 
Department of Agriculture, since its foun- 
dation, has accomplished results as striking 
as those obtained under any other branch 
of the National Administration. By scien- 
tific study of all matters connected with the 
advancement of farm life, by experimental 
stations, bu the use of trained agents, sent 
to the uttermost countries of the globe, by 
the practical application of anything which 
in the ordinary’; hrs been demonstrated to 
be efficient; in‘ thése ways’ and in many 
others great good has been accomplished 
in raising the standard of productiveness 
in farm work throughout the country. Je 
live in an era -when the best results can 
only be achieved, if to individual self-help 
we add the mutual self-helf which comes 
by combination, both of citizens in their 
individual capacity and of citizens .work- 
ing through the State as an instrument. 
The farmers of the country have grown 
more and more to realize this, and farming 
has tended more and more to take its place 
as an applied science—though as with 
everything else the theory must be tested 
in practical work and can ayail only when 
applied in practical fashion. 

‘But after all this has been said it re- 
mains true that the countryman, the man 
on the farm, more than any other of our 
citizens to-day is called upon continually 
to exercise the qualities which we like to 
think of as typical of the United States 
throughout its history; the qualities of 
rugged independence, masterful resolution, 
and individual energy and resourcefulness. 
He works hard, (for which no man is to be 
pitied,) and often has lived hard, (which 
nray not be pleasant;) buthis life is passed in 
healthful surroundings, ach ge which 
tend to develop a fine type of citizenship. 
In the country, moreover, the conditions 
are fortunately such as to allow a closer 
touch between man and man than too often 
we find to be the case in the city. Men 
feel more vividly the underlying sense of 
brotherhood, of community of interest. I 
do not mean by this that there are not 
plenty of problems connected with life on 
the farm, life in our rural districts. There 
are many problems, and great wisdom and 


jearnest disinterestedness in effort are need- 


ed for their solution. 

“After all, we are one people, with the 
same fundamental characteristics, whether 
we live in the city or in the country in the 
East, or in the West, or in the North, or in 
the South. Each of us, unless he is con- 
tented to be a slumberer on the earth, must 
strive to do his life work with his whole 
heart. Each must remember that while he 
will be noxious to every one unless he first 
does his duty by himself, he must also 
strive ever to do his duty by his fellows. 
The problem of how to do these duties is 
acute everywhere. It is most acute in 
great cities, but it exists in the country too. 
A man, to be a good citizen, must first be a 
good bread-winner, a good husband, @ good 
father—I hope the father of many healthy 
children—just as a woman's first duty is to 
be a good housewife and mother. 

“The business duties, the home duties, 
the duties to one’s family come first. The 
couple who bring up plenty of healthy 
children, who leave behind them many sons 
and daughters fitted in their turn to be 
good citizens—such a couple emphatically 
deserves well of the State. 

“But duty to one’s self and one’s family 
does not exclude duty to one’s neighbor. 
Each of us, rich cr poor, can help his neigh- 
bor at times, ard to do this he must be 
brought into touch with him, into sympathy 
with him, An effort is to be welcomed 
that brings people closer tcgether, so as 
to secure a better understanding among 
those whose wa'ks of life are, in ordinary 
circumstances, far apart. Probably the 
good done is almost equally great on both 
s, no matter which one may seem to be 
helping the other. But it must be kept in 
mind that no geod will be accomplished at 
ail by any philanthropic cr charitable work 
unless it is done along certain definite iines. 
In the first place, if the work is done in a 
spirit of condescension it would be better 
never to attempt it. It is almost as irri- 
tating to be patronized as to be wronged. 
only way 6f working is to try to 
iind out some scheme by which it is pos- 
sible to make a common effort for the 
common good. Each of us needs at times to 
_ e a helping hand stretched out to him or 
1er, 

‘* Every one of us slips on some occasion, 
and shame to his fellow who then refuses 
to stretch out the hand that should always 
be re¢ ady to help the man who stumbles. 
It is our duty to lift him up; but it is also 
our duty to remember that there is no 
earthly use in trying to carry him. If a 
man will submit to being carried, that is 
sufficient to show that he is not worth car- 
rying. In the long run, the only kind of 
help that really avails is the help which 
teaches man to help himself. Such help 
every man who has been blessed in life 
should try to give to those who are less for- 
tunate, and such help can be accepted with 
entire self-respect. 

“The aim to set before ourselves in try- 
ing to aid one another is to give that aid 
under conditions which will harm no man’s 
self-respeotiand which will'teach the less 
forturiate how to help themselves as their 
strongest brothers do. To give such aid it 
is necessary, not only to possess the right 
kind of heart, but also the right kind of 
head. Hardness of heart is a dreadful 
quality, but it is doubtful whether, in the 
long run, it works more damage than soft- 
ness of head. At any rate, both are unde- 
sirable. 

“The prerequisite to doing good work in 
the field of philanthropy, in the field of 
social effort, undertaken with one’s fellows 
for the common good, is that it shall be 
undertaken in a spirit of broad sanity no 
less than of broad And loving charity. 

‘The other day I picked up a little book 
called ‘The Simple Life,’ written by an 
Alsatian, Charles Wagner, and he preached 
such wholesome, sound doctrine that I wish 
it could be used as a tract throughout our 
country. To him the whole problem of our 
complex, somewhat feverish modern life 
can be solved only by getting men and wo- 
men to lead better lives. He sees that the 
permanence of liberty and democracy de- 
pends upon a majority of the people being 
steadfast in that good, plain morality which, 
as a National attribute, comes only as the 
result of the slow and painful. labor of 
centuries, and which can be squandered in 
a generation by the thoughtless and vicious. 
He preaches*the doctrine of the superiority 
of the moral to the material. "He ddées not 
undervalue the material, but he insists, as 
we of this Nation should always insist 
upon the infinite superiority of the moral 
and the sordid destruction which comes 
upon either the Nation or the individual 
if it or he becomes absorbed only in the 
desire to get wealth. 


“The true line of cleavage lies between 
the good citizen and the bad citizen, and 
the line of cleavage may, and often does, 
run at right angles to that which divided 
the rich and the poor. The signs of virtue 
lie in man’s capacity to care for what is 
outside himself. The man who gives him- 
self up to the service of his appetites, the 
man who the more goods he has the more 
he wants, has surrendered himself to de- 
struction. It makes little difference with 
him whether he achieves his purpose or 
not. If his point of view is all wrong, he 
is a bad citizen, whether he be rich or poor. 
It is a small matter to the community 
whether in arrégance and insolence he has 
misused great wealth or whether, though 
poor, he is possessed by the mean and fierce 
aesire to seize a morsel, the biggest possi- 
ble, of that prey which the fortunate of 
earth consume, The man who lives simply 
and justly and honorably, whether rich or 
peor, is a good citizen. Those who dream 
only of idleness and pleasure, who hate 
cthers and fail te recognize the duty of 
each man to his brother, these, be they rich 
or poor, are the enemies of the State. 

“The misuse of property is one manifes- 
tation of the same evil spirit which under 
changed circumstances denies the right of 
property because this right is in the hands 
of others. So that material prosperity be- 
comes the one standard, then, alike by 
those who enjoy such prosperity in sloth- 
ful or criminal ease, and by those who in 
no less evil manner rail at, envy, and Jon 
for it. Poverty is held to be shameful, 
and money, whether well or ill gotten, to 
stand for merit. Now, all this does not 
mean condemnation of progress. It is mere 
folly to try to dig up the dead past, and 
scant is the good that comes from ascetic- 
ism and retirement from the world. But 
let us make sure that our progress is in 
the essentials as well as in the incidentals. 
Material prosperity without the moral lift 
toward righteousness means a diminished 
capacity for happiness and a debased char- 
acter. The worth of a civilization is the 
worth of the man at its centre. When this 
man lacks moral rectitude material prog- 
ress only makes bad worst, and egocial 
problems still darker and more complex.” 

When the President had finished speak- 
ing, F. O. Beal, President of the Fair As- 
sociation, called for three cheers for the 
Chief Magistrate of the Nation, and there 
was a hearty response. The President and 
his party then returned to their carrlages 
and the cavalcade made the circle of the 
track The President stood most of the 
time =a his carriage passed through the 
crowa, 

The progress of the carriages up town 
and to the ratlroad station was a continual 
ovation, white Gov. Hill, Senator Hale, and 
the other notables in the carriages aiso 
were cheered. 

At the Maine Central station another 
great crowd was assembled to .see the 
President take his departure, and here the 
cheering was continued. Across the city 
the train was watched by thousands, and 
when it reached the switch at Hancock 
Street the residents of that locality gave 
the President a warm greeting. While 
ithe train was at a brief halt at this point 
the President entered into conversation 
with a resident, and made inquiries con- 
cerning the famous Bangor salmon pool, 
which is located but a short distance above 
the switch. On the whole, it was a tremen- 
dous and heartfelt expression of popular

PAMPERING OF CHILDREN. 


WATERVILLE, Me., Aug. 27.—A stand 
had been erected close to the station, and 
from there the President greeted a large 
number of people, many of whom had come 
from a distance in all sorts of conveyances 
to hear him. The President spoke briefly. 
He said: 

““My Fellow-Citizens: I wish to thank 
you, to thank all the people of Maine, for 
the way in which I have been greeted. I 
feel in a certain sense a right to the greet- 
ing, for at least I am trying to put into 
practice the principles in which you be- 
lieve. I feel that the art of successful 
government in our country is the art of 
applying practically the every-day - prin- 
ciple of decency, morality, and common 
sense, which must be applied by the aver- 
age citizen if he is to be a good husband, 
a good father, a good neighbor, and a 
good citizen. [Applause.] 

“There is not any wonderful brilliancy or 
genius in it. What we need is the applica- 
tion of the every-day principles that a man 
needs if he is to make his business a suc- 
cess, if he is to do his duty in his own 
family and to his neighbor. Now, up here 
in Maine you are so fortunate as to have a 
State which on the whole represents as well 
as any other in our Union (better than all 
Save a very few others in our Union) the 
conditions of life, the ways of looking at 
life, out of which such a republican, such 
a democratic Government as ours springs. 

“You believe practically that each man 
must werk out his fate for himself. And 
yet that the State must be called on to try 
to give each man a fair show in life. 

“‘T passed Ly your state house in Augusta 
this morning. Ycur Legislature only meets 
every other year, and only stays in ses- 
sion about two zrronths. Quite right. You 
do not need too many laws, too much legis- 
lation. What we need is stability of laws, 
fearlessness in applying legislation to new 


evils, when theevils spring up, but, above 
all, common sense and self restraint in ap- 
plying these remedies, and the fixed and 
unchangeable telief that fundamentally 
each man's salvation rests in his own 
bends. 

“ Every father of a large family—and be- 
ing an old-fashioned man, I believe in 
large tamilies—knows that if he has to do 
well by his children he must try to do well 
by himself. Now, haven't you in your 
own experience known men—and I am sorry 
to say even more often women—who thin 
that they are doing a favor to their chil- 
dren when they shield them from any ef- 
fort? When they let the girls sit at ease 
and read while the mother does all the 
housework? Don’t you know cases like 
that? I do. Yes, and when a boy will be 
brought up to be very ornamental and not 
useful. Don’t you know that, too? Ex- 
actly. Now those are not good fathers and 
mothers. They are foolish fathers and 
mothers. They are not being kind, they are 
simply being silly. 

“The only way by which, in the long 
run, any man can be helped is by teaching 
him to help himself. Of course there may 
come sudden cataclysms where you have 
got to extend help with a free hand. 
Thinking only of the immediate need, not 
of the ultimate results. Of course new 
conditions will arise here and there, espe- 
clally in the complex industrial life of 
great cities, where you must shape legisla- 
tion of the country on a new basis to meet 
the new conditions. But fundamentally it 
is true that the only permanent betterment 
in the condition of any nation is to raise 
the standard of individual citizenship 
throughout that nation.”’ 


HAS A DRIVE IN AUGUSTA. 


AUGUSTA, Me., Aug. 27.—Perfect 
weather contlued to-day, favoring the Pres- 
ident on his tour through New England. 
This morning when he arose he said that he 
had passed a refreshing night, and he 
showed no evidences of fatigue from yes- 
terday’s severe strain. Early in the fore- 
noon he was taken for a drive about the 
city and shown the beauties of the scenery 
along the Kennebec River. 

Three times in the course of his progress 
through the city the President's carriage 
was halted in order that the Chief Execu- 


tive might receive from the hands of little 
children bouquets. In each case the floral 
gift was of sweet peas. The President very 
gracefully accepted the tokens. 

At the office of The Kennebec Journal, 
the newspaper of which James G. Blaine 
formerly was editor, a stop was made, 
The President was shown a desk at which 
the late Mr. Blaine was accustomed to 
work, which is retained as a part of the 
furniture of the office at the present day. 


LONDON PRESS COMMENT ON 
THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECHES. 


LONDON TiIMgs—NEW YORK TIMES

LONDON, Aug. 28.—In an editorial 
article to-day on President Roosevelt's 
reassertion of the Monroe Doctrine, The 
Times says that the President does not 
contest the right of Great Britain and 
other countries to retain their actual 
possessions in America, save where, as 
in Cuba, the population revolts against 
the rule of the mother country. 

The Times says that the title to Great 
Britain’s possessions in America cannot 
be called in question by anybody. Great 
Britain has no reason to object to a pro- 
test b ythe United States against the 
acquisition of new territorial rights by 
European powers. 

It is easy, says The Times, to under- 
stand Americans’ suspicions in regard to 
the attitude of Germany toward South- 
ern Brazil and Argentina. Though the 
Germans make excellent citizens wher- 
ever they settle, it is a different matter 
when German colonization means the 
extension of German political power. 
Emperor William, taking the hint from 
Senator Lodge’s “‘hands off" speech, 
repudiated any intention of acquiring 
American territory, but he did not suc- 
ceed in allaying all apprehensions.

LONDON, Aug. 28.—President Roosevelt's 
declarations on trusts and the Monroe doc- 
trine are both subjects of extensive com- 
ment in the London press this morning. 
Discussion of the former matter centres 
iess upon the intrinsic merits of the trust 
question than upon the outcome of the 


President's struggle with the party leaders. 
All the newspapers express admiration of 
President Roosevelt's courage and boldness, 
but hesitate to predict the result. 

The Daily News says: ‘“ Many chances 
are on Mr. Roosevelt's side. St. George 
goes out to meet the Dragon, and the 
wishes of the whole world will be with him 
in his fight.”’ 

The Dally Chronicle thinks that the mat- 
ter wears a different aspect to the Conti- 
nental powers, who see in South America 
the last and the most tempting field for 
colonization and for new markets. This 
paper doubts, however, w hether any power 
will risk the tremendous chances of war 
‘with the United States, be the prize ever 
so seductive. ‘‘One thing seems clear,’’ 
suys The Daily Chronicle, “if Monroeism 
is ever seriously challenged it will be soon. 
The United States appears to realize this, 
ane is building a fleet to defend the doc- 
trine.”’

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PERSISTENT RUMORS 
OF STRIKE SETTLEMENT 


Street Impressed by Reports of- 


Coal Situation. 


MITCHELL’S PLAN TO HOLD OUT 


If Relief Funds Grow Small, Laborers 
and Boys Will Be Sacrificed 
in Miners’ Interest. 


No one, as far as could be learned, called 
at the office of J. Pierpont Morgan, or on 
any of the coal operators, with a scheme 
of strike settlement yesterday, though it 
is expected that an appeal of some kind 
will be made to Mr. Morgan or the heads 
of the companies to end the deadlock by 
consenting to a compromise. 

All kinds of reports of a possible ending 
of the strike within the next week or two 
were circulated, though no one apparently 
could give any basis on which to found the 
reports. These reports, however, had the 
effect of making the small dealers more 
confident, and there was less speculation 
than usual among the “ scalpers.”’ 

President Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers, it was learned on good author- 
ity yesterday, has a new plan to keep the 
strike going until the operators get tired, in 
case the strike funds do not reach a large 
enough sum to go round, Of the 147,000. 
men on strike, 40,000 are miners, the re- 
mainder being mine laborers, breaker boys, 
and others, Should the funds not cover all 
the needs of the strikers, it is said, he will 
give relief to the 40,000 miners only. No 
one except miners can mine coal, and by 
that means he thinks the strike can be 
made to last indefinitely. 

The statement of Abram 8. Hewitt on 
the strike was discussed by the dealers. 
It was learned that it will be used by the 
coal operators as a document to influence 
public opinion. Their present intention is 
to have it printed and have copies dis- 
tributed among the striking miners, in 
order to use it as a weapon to break the 
strike. 

Several dealers, who were seen yester- 
day afternoon were surprised at the vitality 
of the strike. Those who thought it would 
end on Sept. 1 put the date back to Oct. 
1, and admitted that the strike had lasted 
longer than was anticipated. , 

One or two dealers said that they had 
been told by operators that coal would 
come to New York within the next two 
weeks, not in large quantities, but enough 
of it to lessen the price. The new coal, 
they said, would be taken out in preparing 
the collieries for work; that coal lying 
about in pockets will be gathered for ship- 
ment to New York. It was believed that 
this is a plan to discourage the strikers. 

One dealer, who has just returned from 


the mining regions, said that he found the 
thrifty miners, who own their own homes, 
impatient because they were left out in the 
contributions for the strikers. 

“They say,’’ he continued, ‘‘that they 
have made sacrifices to own their own 
homes which other miners have net done, 
and they do not believe their sacrifices 
should go for nothing. A good deal will 
depend on President Mitcheil’s success in 

etting contributions. He ts certainly doing 
his very best. Some of the store keepers, 
especially in Shamokin, are contributing to 
the strike fund. One or two promised io 
give $2) a month while the strike lasts, and 
are keeping it up. Unless something un-~- 
foreseen happens, I believe that ex-Mayor 
Hewitt's statement will go a long way in 
bringing about an end of the strike.”’ 

As a rule yesterday coal did not often. sell 
at higher than the schedule price of $10 a 
ton when there was any to sell. Some 
small shipments came from Buffalo, and 
ene shipment from Pittsburg of 800 tons 
was disposed of at $9.50 a ton. As a rule, 
the dealers now do not care to risk bring- 
ing large quantities of coal from a distance 
at*a high price, as any news of a possible 
ending of the strike within a week or two 
would cause an instant break in the mar- 
ket. 

The Committee of Five of the Retail Coal 
Dealers’ Association, which fixes the retail 
schedule price, expects to meet on Friday 
or Saturday to get out a new schedule. 
advancing domestic coal to $11 a ton. Even 
if the strike should end within a month 
they say coal is so scarce that another ad- 
vance will be necessary in about ten days, 
which will bring the schedule price up to 
$12 a ton. 

Some of the dealers thought it possible 
yesterday that politics might keep the 
strike up until after election, after which 
it would go to pieces unless some settle- 
ment was reached. Few, however, believed 
that it will last that long. It was learned 
that in pete bi eng Sheriffs are noj eli- 
gible for re-election, so politics will not 
affect them in this instance. 

President Truesdale of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad. went 
vesterday on a tour of inspection over the 
lines, and President Fowler of the New 
York, Ontario and Western Railroad said 
there was no change in the situation. It 
was said at the office of one of the com- 
panies that the independent operators were 
urging the companies to stand out and not 
to consent to any compromise with the 
strikers. The independent operators, how- 
ever, admit that they have to do as the 
coal-carrying companies do, as the latter 
control the situation and output. It was 
said that one independent operator told the 
company which carries his, coal that if any 
concession was inade to the strikers he 
would give up mining coak He said that 
before the strike took place he could not 
take on or discharge a man without con- 
sulting the union, 


REQUEST FOR MORE TROOPS. 


Second City Cavalry of Philadelphia 
Ordered to Shenandoah for 
Strike Duty. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Aug. 27.—The 
Second Troop, Philadelphia City Cavalry, 
was this evening ordered by Gov. Stone 
to report to Gen. Gobin at Shenandoah 
for duty in the anthracite coal regions. 
The troop will take the place of the Gov- 
ernor’s Troop of Harrisburg, which was 
sent by Gen. Gobin from Shenandoah to 
Lansford, where there had been serious 
disturbances. The request for the’ City 
Troop was made by Gen. Gobin to-day and 
the Governor immediately directed that 
the troop start for Shenandoah and assist 
the militia now in the field to protect life 
and property. 

No additional troops will be sent to the 
strike region unless there is another serious 
outbreak and Gen. Gobin is unable to main- 
tain order with the troops already in the 
field. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 27.—The order for 
the Second Troop was received here to- 
night. Capt. Schermerhorn was in At- 
lantic City when the order was received, 
but reached the city late to-night. The 
troop, numbering about sixty men, will 
leave here early to-morrow morning for 
Shenandoah. 

SHENANDOAH, Penn., Aug. 27.—The 
Governor's Troop, under command of Capt. 
Ott, left here at 7:30 o’clock to-night on a 
special train over the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railway for the Panther Creek 
Valley. 

Major Gearhart, who is in command of a 
battalion at Manila Park, reported to Col. 
Clement to-day that things have been in 
such a state of turmoil in the Panther 
Creek region during the last few days that 


he has been unable to cover the disturbed 
district with the force at his command, 
and asked for assistance. The Colonel at 
once got into communication with Gov. 
Stone, and it was decided to send the Gov- 
ernor’s Troop to Gearhart's assistance and 
to reinforce the command here with the 
Philadelphia Troop. 

The timely arrival of a detachment of 
soldiers on the scene this evening averted a 
serious outbreak. A non-union workman 
named Quinn was attacked by a crowd of 
strikers near the Cambridge Colliery, at the 
lower end of this city, and was being rough- 
ly handled when two of his friends rushed 
to his assistance and kept the crowd back 
with drawn revolvers.

ARBITRATION FOR STRIKERS. 


Justice Shiras Suggests It for the 
Anthracite Troubles. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 27.—Justice 
Shiras of the United States Supreme Court, 
who has just arrived in Pittsburg from a 
long vacation spent along the northern 
shores of Lake Superior, refuses to. dis- 
cuss his reported retirement from the 
bench further than to say that President 
Roosevelt would be the first person to learn 
of it, and that he had not received the an- 
nouncement yet. 

On the subject of the anthracite coal 
strike Justice Shiras said: 

“Arbitration is the logical method - of 
settling labor troubles such as this one, 
which effects the general prosperity and 
comfort of a great section of the country. 
The method and enforcement of this ar- 
bitration is a subject for the lawmakers 
of the Nation, but arbitration itself is 
logical. 

“There is now one great difficulty stand- 
ing in the way of an arbitration. Many of 
the labor unions are not incorporated. 


Until they are no law can be made binding, 
as no contract or agreement could be en- 
forced upon them, while the operators, on 
the other hand, could be held liable. 

*‘Incerporation of the labor unions is the 
primary step toward the passage of an 
arbitration law. The unions must be re- 
sponsible for the carrying out of an agree- 
ment, and until they are there is little 
hope for compulsory arbitration of labor 
troubles.”* 


CONSTABLES FIRED UPON. 


Eviction of Families of Striking Miners 
at Hinton, West Va., Followed 
by Fusillate. 


HINTON, West Va., Aug. 27.—Great ex- 
citement exists in the vicinity of Red Ash 
and Beury to-day, caused by the Con- 
stables removing the striking miners from 
the company’s houses. About forty fam- 
ilies who were notified to leave the houses 
of the Red Ash Coal. Company refused to 
vacate, and when the constables began to re- 
move their household goods a volley of shots 
was fired at the officers from the opposite 
side of the river. They returned the fire, 
using Winchesters, and it is estimated that 
800 shots were fired. The shooting was all 
at long range, and no one on the Red Ash 
side was hurt. 

About forty deputies who have been sta- 
tioned at Thurmond and other points in the 
striking district were rushed to the scene 
of the shooting, and a late report now 
states that the men who began the firing 
are now surrounded. The officers are re- 
moving the household goods, and the 
houses will be occupied by other miners 
who are willing to work. 

The coal output is steadily increasing. 
One hundred and ten cars of coal and 
twenty-three cars of coke were loaded in 
the New River field vesterday. 


NEWSDEALERS MAY COMBINE. 


Proposal at Largely Attended Meeting 
Is to Compete with American 
News Company. 


A meeting attended by about 500 news- 
dealers of this city and several from New- 
ark and other near-by places was held at 8 
Union Square last evening to consider the 
formation of a National Newsdealers’ Co- 
operative Association in opposition to the 
American News Company. The object of 
the propsed association is to supply news- 
papers, books, periodicals, &c., to its mem- 
bers at a cheaper rate than they are now 
supplied by the American News Company. 

The committee appointed for the purpose 
of. considering ‘‘ ways and means” were 
Thomas F. Martin, M. E. Golde, Adolph 
Lippman, J. H. Russell, Alexander Russin, 
J. Mack, and Abraham Lebien. 

The first step in the formation of the new 
association was taken at the annual meet- 
ing of the Newsdealers and Stationers’ Pro- 
tective and Benevolent Association, held in 
Brooklyn on Thursday last. At that meet- 
ing the alleged grievances of the newsdeal- 
ers were discussed and a committee chosen 
to make arrangements for last night's 
meeting. 

A proposal made at the meeting in Brook- 
lyn on Thursday was considered last night. 
Tt is to organize a company and _ issue 
shares, which are to be sold at $5 each, 
only one share to go to a single member, 


LEXINGTON | RACE TRACK SOLD. 


Oldest Established Course in America 
Passed to J. B. Haggin. 


Special to The New York Times. 
LEXINGTON, Ky., Aug. 27.—The Lex- 
ington race course, formerly the property 
of the Kentucky Racing Association, has 
been sold to the millionaire turfman, J. B. 
Haggin, whose announced intention it is to 
use the course as a private training ground, 


‘The .«entucky Racing Association's 
course, at Lexington, is the oldest estab- 
lished racetrack in America, and 1s closely 
identified with the development of the 
thoroughbred horse in America. The track 
was opened for racing in 1827, and races 
were held there annually until 1897, except 
in the one year of 1868, when military op- 
erations in the civil war, close to Lexing- 
ton, prevented. Within the last ten years 
the Lexington meetings became so over- 
shadowed by the meetings at important 
cities that the Kentucky Associaion was 
compelled to abandon racing. The blue 
grass horse breeders made an effort to re- 
vive meetings in the Kentucky town, but 
‘heavy losses caused them to give up, too, 
and the last racing at Lexington was held 
in the Spring of 1897. ° 

The racetrack property then passed into 
the hands of Charles Green of the St. 
Louis Fair Grounds Association for @ debt 
of about $30,000. The course is a full mile, 
with a slight decline down the quarter 
stretch.

“They consist,’’ he replied, ‘“‘of nothing 
or next to nothing, except an oe ecg to 
Parliament which we are iting and 
which is for permission to build a railroad 
that will parallel the district road, with 
three tracks underneath the Piccadilly and 
Brompton Road, &c. If this franchise 
were granted it might cause us some harm 
by taking away some of our business, and 
then again It might, as we contend, weaken 
the structure of our railroad. My experi- 
ence has been, however, that a deep level 
cannot compete with a shallow tunnel. 
Then, again, our tracks are double, while 
the proposed Morgan route will consist of 
separate tunnels, paralleling each other. I 
do not believe that Mr. Morgan is at the 
back of this scheme. It is some one con- 
nected with his London office, and some 
engineers. I never saw Mr. aren in my 
life. I will not criticise him either 
sider him a great man. 

“I did not bring any paintings over with 
me this time.

"LEGAL NOTES. 


PRESUMPTION OF DELIVERY DESTROYED.— 
After the death of Michael Mannix, in 
1898, his heirs brought an ejectment sult 
against the widow of James Riordan, 4s- 
serting that the latter, on June 153, 1861, 
conveyed his house and lot in Glens Falls, 
N. Y., to their ancestor. The property in 
question had been purchased by Mr. Rior- 
dan in 1860. He died in 1862. Mrs. Riordan 


has resided on the premises ever since her 
husband's death, has cancelled a purchase 
money mortgage, and has uniformly paid 
the taxes and made improvements. She 
testified that she never executed the deed, 
although it purported to have her signa- 
ture, and never heard of it until after Man- 
nix’s death. The plaintiffs did not produce 
the original conveyance, but only its rec- 
ord in the County Clerk's Office, A de- 
cision of the Trial Term of the Supreme 
Court holding that there was a legal pre- 
sumption of the delivery of the deed to 
Mannix in 1861, 
Third Appellate Division. Justice Kellogg, 
for the court, says in part: ‘‘ From the 
proofs, it is apparent that the grantee, Man- 
nix, never had possession of the premises in 
his lifetime, and never asserted any title 
through this deed: never took any steps 
to obtain possesison; never paid any taxes, 
or exercised any acts of ownership; and, 
so far aS appears, never claimed to own the 
premises or to have had any possession 
or knowledge of the deed, except so far as 
the presumption goes arising from the deed 
being on record in the County Clerk's of- 
fice, which is located some twelve miles 
from Glens Falls. * * * The presumption 
of a delivery of a deed which arises from 
the proof of a record, standing alone, is 
far from conclusive. The presumption of 
non- ~delivery must prevajl where the facts 
appear as in the case before us. The great 
length of time which has elapsed since the 
deed was recorded, with no reason what- 
ever given for the grantee’s silence; the 
fact that the grantor himself died some 
thirty-six years before the grantee died, 
and the possession of the defendant was 
never disturbed, and she was during all 
this time permitted to treat the property 
as though this deed was never delivered, 
is sufficient in itself to destroy the pre- 
sumption of delivery. This property, as the 
proof shows,

SetT ASIDE FOR 
EQUACY OF CONSIDERATION.—The Second 
Appellate Division, by Presiding Justice 
Goodrich, has decided that an exchange of 
property worth $2,500 for property of no 
value will be aside because of the 
gross inadequacy of the consideration. It 
appeared that Mrs. Elizabeth Turner, 
through her husband, had exchanged her 
house at Bensonhurst for a saloon owned 
by the Pabst Brewing Company. The evi- 
dence showed that the manager of the 
Brewing Company said the value of the 
saloon was $5,500, and that Mrs. Turner's 
house, worth $2,500, with a $3,000 chattel 
mortgage on the saloon fixtures, would 
be taken in exchange. After the Turners 
had had possession of the saloon for twelve 
days they were compelled to abandon the 
place, as their receipts fell below their 
expenses. A suit to rescind the contract 
of exchange was then brought, and a 
judgment for the plaintiff has been af- 
firmed by the Appellate Court. While or- 
dinarily mere inne uacy of consideration 
will not be held sufficient to set aside a 
sale, yet, says President Justice Goodrich, 
quoting Lord Hardwicke, where ‘it may 
be apparent from the Intrinsic nature and 
subject of the bargain itself, such as no 
man in his senses and not under delusion 
would make, on the one hand, and as no 
1onest and fair man would accept, on 
the other, which are inequitable and un- 
conscientious bargains,"’ then relief will 
be granted. This language of Lord Hard- 
wick, says the Presiding Justice, “ fits 
und accurately describes the circumstances 
and results of the exchange between the 
parties to the transaction under review. 
The plaintiff, through her husband, by 
reliance and action upon the representa- 
tions of the defendant, Schleip, the man- 
ager, was induced to enter into a _ bar- 
gain whereby she her house, and has 
no fruits of the exchange.

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GOV. ODELL 10 FARMERS 


He Outlines the Relations Between 
High Tariff and Trusts. 


In Speeches at Lowville and Carmel He 
Advocates the Passage of Laws 
Preventing the Crushing 
of Competition. 


LOWVILLE, N. Y., Aug. 27.—Gov. Odell 
arrived here by special train at 11 o’clock, 
accompanied by Private Secretary Graham, 
Congressman James 8. Sherman, Senator 
Garry A. Willard, Thomas Wheeler, and 
others. 

At 1 o’clock Gov. Odell was escorted to 
Forest Park by Guilford D. Batley Post, 
G. A. R; the Fifth Battalion, New York 
Heavy Artillery, three bands, and promi- 
ment citizens. At the park he delivered the 
@nnual address at the County Fair before 
® gathering of 10,000 persons. 

Gov. Odell said in part:_ 

“ Agriculture is the basis of prosperity, 
@nd therefore its encouragement and pro- 
tection is a function of the State. Capital 
is the result of labor—its combination in the 
most complete and concrete form—therefore 
it should be accorded no rights which are 
mot vouchsafed to the individual and to 
him who labors. These truths are not mere 
Platitudes, but inherent principles of gov- 
ernment. Combinations which seek to op- 
Press the people or to place upon them ad- 
Gitional burdens transgress the powers 
which have been given them. 

“In this State we have been accorded 
rights which are seldom exercised by the 
National Government. Upon the growth 
of values the State depends for the moneys 
necessary for its well-being, while the Fed- 
eral Government exacts, except in the 
Breatest emergencies, the bulk of its rev- 
enues from importations from other coun- 
tries. This power forms the basis for party 
creeds and policies. Under a_ so-called 
protective traiff has come prosperity, but 
it is claimed that with it have come con- 
ditions which either through dissatisfac- 
tion or otherwise have at times produced 
results which are onerous and burdensome. 
Whether this result is caused by a Gov- 
ernmental policy which seeks to benefit 
and protect labor is a question of serious 
import. So-called trusts may have bene- 
fited by high duties, but there are so many 
combinations that do not require or: re- 
ceive this aid that I am inclined to the 
belief that the solut of this problem 
must be otherwise sought than in the elim- 
ination or lowering of tariff rates. The 
desire for wealth may often lead those 
who have the power to crush out competi- 
tion by means which are the proper sub- 
jects for State or F« derallegisiation, In New 
York, with our own 
mess concerns, there 


corporations or busi- 
would be no difficulty 
with existing laws to prevent and to pun- 
ish those who thus might seek to oppress 
or unnecessarily burden our people. But 
with those domiciles are in other 
States the task is a more difficult one. 
Wise action is demanded, and in the ac- 
complishment of this purpose we should 
not be led into unwise policies that may 
break down safeguards that have led us 
to our present prosperous condition. 

“The almost total abolition of the State 
tax will take away many alarming features 
that have heretofor: 
ment in the demands made upon the public 
purse to hold secure a commerce that has 
enabled up to mali in our lead among the 
States of the Union. Home rule should 
be accorded, not in the sense that any 
municipality should possess the power to 
exercise rights or privileges that are purely 
of a State chara but in higher 
Bense where individual liberty does not in- 
terfere with moral rights and municipal 
£overnment is in harmony with a Constitu- 
tion of the people. For years there have 
been added new conditions and new priv- 
fleges which have at last brought us up to 
a point where the total abolition of direct 
taxation is in sight, and through the lber- 
giization of our corporation laws new prop- 
erty is being constantly added to every sec- 
tion to assist in bearing local burdens. Dur- 
ing the past year, the first under the opera- 
tion of these new laws, over eight hundred 
millions of new capital has resulted, an in- 
crease of over a half million over the pre- 
ceding year.”

LAWYER WHO DISAPPEARED 
HAD BEEN ON TRIP TO PARIS. 


Cavanaugh Reaches Paterson, N. J., in 
State of Mental and Physical 
Collapse. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PATERSON, Aug. 27.—Henry S. Cava- 
naugh, the Easton, Penn., lawyer, whose 
mysterious disappearance from his home at 
the time of the assignment of J. Herbert 
Ballantine, the brewer, led many to be- 
lieve that he had committed suicide, has 
appeared here, where he is being cared for 
at the home of the Rev. Father Anthony 
H. Stein, pastor of the Church of Our Lady 
of Lourdes. The unfortunate man ifs in such 
a state of mental collapse that he can 
scarcely account for the time spent during 
his absence from his home. He says that 
he was at the Waldorf-Astoria Aug. 7, on 
which day he boarded the French steam- 
ship La Touraine. He went to Paris, 
where he spent only six hours, returning 
on La Goscogne to New York on Mon- 
day last, going directly to Paterson. While 
in Paris Mr. Cavanaugh says that he paid 
a messenger to send a cable dispatch to his 
wife at Easton. 

Mr. Cavanaugh is being attended by Dr. 
Henry Park, a Paterson physician, who 
says that he is in a serious condition. 
When he arrived in Paterson Mrs. Cava- 
naugh was notified, and has since been at 
her husband's bedside. 

Mr. Cavanaugh was knocked down by an 
express wagon and his eye was injured, 
which is said to be the cause of his pres- 
ent mental condition, 


READING VOTING TRUST. 


It Is Continued by the Action of the 
Directors in Reducing the Dividend. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 27.—Directors of 
the Reading Railroad Company met this 
afternoon, and at the conclusion of the 
meeting announced that they had declared 
a semi-annnual dividend of 1 per cent. on 
the first preferred stock of the company, 
payable Oct. 1. This cuts the dividend in 
half and has the effect of prolonging the 
voting trust now controlling the affairs of 
the company for a period of two years. 

The announcement of the reduction in the 
Reading dividend was received with con- 
siderable surprise in Wall Street, and 
caused a decline in the price of the stock 
from the high point reached in the fore- 
noon. ‘Wall Street did not know exactly 
what to make of the reasons for thus ex- 
tending the voting trust, for if the full divi- 
dend had been declared the voting trust 
would have been dissolved. 

The voting trust was established by the 
reorganization of the old Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company. Under the 
terms of that agreement it was provided 
that three voting Trustees should hald con- 
trol of the stock for five years, and there- 
after until the full annual 4 per cent. divi- 
dend should have been paid on the first 
preferred stock for two consecutive years, 
If the declaration of a full 2 per cent. semi- 
annual dividend had been made yesterday 
the voting trust would have expired. 

That the expiration of this voting trust 
was delayed is taken to mean that J. P. 
Morgan, who through the voting trust 
holds control of the Reading, has sold a 
controlling interest in the stock, but is not 
willing to surrender this control at the 
present time for one of various possible 
reasons. 

Some Wall Street experts declared that 
the action taken was to prevent the possible 


passing of the control into the hands of 
some unsympathetic interests while the 
coal strike is still unsettled. . Others ex- 
pressed the opinion that Reading was to 
figure in some deal which had not quite 
matured. Still others said that this action 
was taken to permit the public to buy 
Reading stock without endangering control 
of the property to those holding it. 

This is the second voting trust of a rail- 
road under Morgan control to be extended 
in this way, the voting trust of the South- 
ern Railway having recently been extended 
by a deferment of the dividend declaration. 


GEORGE GOULD’S TOUR. 


He Is to Make an Inspection of the 
Missouri Pacific System. 


AUSTIN, Texas, Aug. 27.—It is learned 
here that George Gould, President of the 
Missouri Pacific, who left New York sev- 
eral days ago on a tour of the lines of 
that system, will reach Texas some time 
next week, and will make an inspection 
trip over the new lines of the Interna- 
tional and Great Northern. 

It is also stated that, during his visit to 
Texas, Mr. Gould will make a personal in- 
spection of some proposed extensions of the 
International and Great Northern other 
than publicly annoynced as having been 


determined upon. The people of a number 
of thriving towns of the State are bidding 
for the building of branch lines of this 
road to their respective places, and the 
propositions probably will be looked into 
and considered by Mr. Gould on the occa- 
sion of his coming visit.

President Rose of the Bar Associa- 
tion Says They Are as Old as Man. 


More than 4,000 Monopolies Exist in 
This Country and the End Is Not 
Yet—Progress in Codification. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 27.—The Amer- 
ican Bar Association began its twenty-fifth 
annual meeting here to-day. There was a

U. M. Rose of Little Rock, Ark., who then 
delivered an*address.

ANCIENT MONOPOLIES, 


“Monopolies are old as human his- 
tory, and We cannot doubt that by their 
grinding oppression they kept men and wo- 
men lying awake of nights long before the 
first page of history was written. They 
were forbidden by the laws of 
Greece and Rome; they were forbidden by 
the common law of England, and the com- 


mon law was reinforced from time to time 
by statutes. For a while during the reign 
of Elizabeth they flourished. At one time 
she had licensed more than fifty monopo- 
lies to prey on the community. Hume, the 
historian, was amazed at their number 
and rapacity. 

‘“‘In order to build up an empire in the 
East Parliament granted a monopoly 


as 


oppressive that its overthrow was a mat- 
ter of necessity. 
400 per cent. profit on every article that it 
sold, and the tea that it sold became so 
inferior in quality that it had hardly a 
trace of the plant of that name. 

“Of course these results were not 
reached at once; prices were raised grad- 
ually and stealthily under pretence of de- 
creased production. ; 

‘Instead of fifty monopolies we have at 
present more than 4,000, to say nothing of 
price and rate-fixing and _ profit-sharing 
pools, with buying and selling agencies, 
exercising functions similar to those of 
the trusts, all organized for the purpose of 


fixing prices arbitrarily. Every day brings | 


its report of some new and gigantic al- 
liance, the future of which cannot be pre- 
dicted, since most of these corporations are 
authorized to buy up the stock of any 
other corporation so that they may at any 
time acquire supreme control over indus- 
tries extremely 
sibly in view when they were first created. 

“The first success of one of these com- 
binations, if successful at all, is alluring in 
a high degree. If the property is capitalized 
at twice its value, the lowest capitaliza- 
tion known, and the securitles are floated 


at par. the result is that the former owners | 


find themselves twice as rich as they were 
before, and at a very trifling outlay 
time, money, or energy, to say nothing of 
a future of immense possibilities. We shall 
not be surprised, therefore, when told that 
nany similar organizations are started with 
the deliberate intention of swindling un- 
suspecting stockholders. 

**The Supreme Court of the United States 
and several of our Presidents have more 
than once called attention to the gravity 
of the situation, and we cannot stppose 
that men occupying such high positions of 
responsibility would wantonly excite public 
apprehension. 

“There is one form of tyranny chat gov- 
ernments, however instituted, cannot-—at 
least directly—exercise. Efforts have often 
been made to control prices by Jaw. but 
never successfully. The natura avis of 
trade always triumphed over the &rtificial 
laws of men. But whoever can control the 
supply can fix his own prices, as we see in 
the case of Pharaoh in Egypt. It was not 


as King that he asserted that power, for the |

“ President Roosevelt has said more than | 


once that the pewer of corporations over 
prices should be subjected to public con- 
trol. The principa! difficulty pertains 
the remedv.

PUBLICITY AS A REMEDY. 

“A remedy sometimes proposed with 
seeming confidence is that of publicity. 
Publicity {s a good thing. Monopolies de- 
light in secrecy. It is said that the absent

It may 
be that persons who rely on this remedy 
are misled by thé laws relating to the ex- 
amination of the books of banks, which are 
very easily examined.

The difficulty 
is enormously increased when it comes to 
like examinations of the books of other cor- 
porate bodies doing an extensive and va- 
ried business. In such cases it is not unfre- 
quently found that the mysteries of mod- 
ern bookkeeping exceed those of alchemy; 
reminding one of the response of a railway 
President to his legal adviser to a question 
as to what the books of the company weuld 
show regarding 2 controversy then under 
consideration. ‘ Well,’ said the President, 
‘as I foresaw long ago that this dispute 
would some time probably arise, and, not 
knowing exactly what form it would as- 
sume, ] kept the books in a flexible con- 
dition.’ 

“Flexible bookkeeping may justly claim 
a respectable antiquity. It formed one of 
the minor charges of Cicero against Verres; 
and a contemporary poet surmises that it 
was utilized by the contractors that built 
the pyramids. The remedy of publicity 
would only serve to prolong the present 
situation. 

“Another proposed remedy is the modifi- 
cation of the tariff laws as far as they af- 
fect prices of commodities sold by the 
trusts. This would open the trusts to the 
competition of the foreign markets; and to 
that extent it would place a limit on the 
power to raise prices. It would not, of 
course, affect all the trusts; and hence it 
would be inadequate, though it might prove 
very useful. 

“Another remedy suggested is an amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution giving 
pearen to Congress to control al! corpora- 
ions; a very drastic remedy indeed, one 
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that would greatly strengthen the lobby, 
one that might introduce an era of polit- 
ical corruption hitherto unknown. 
_“* Lastly, it is suggested that the Federal 
Constitution should be so amended as to 
enable Congress to prevent by eg eh ei 
penalties the slugging of rivals by local un- 
derselling, by 
by similar devices. 
the investment of large sums in corporate 
hands; and corporations with large capital 
would still have an advantage; but laws of 
that kind would no doubt be rigidly en- 
forced by the juries of the country; and 
public sympathy in favor of new and 
struggling enterprises would probably go a 
long way to redress the balance. 


PRIMARY ELECTION PROBLEMS. 
‘Several of the States are still wrestling 
with the problem of primary elections. As 
to minority representation, it was not very 
clear how, as elections are held for the 
purpose of silencing minorities, any ad- 
vantage could be gained by perpetuating 
minorities in the representation. Accord- 
ingly experiments along that liné have 
proved to be unsatisfactory. As to primary 
elections some intelligent observers are of 
the opinion that, so far from doing

States Steel Corporation to-day filed in the 
Court of Chancery an answer to the amend- 
ed bill of complaint of J. Aspinwall Hodge, 
Bernard: Smith, and William H. Curtis to 
restrain the proposed conversion of $200,- 
000,000 7 per cent. preferred stock into 
$200,000,000 5 per cent. second mortgage 
bonds. The answer denies that the books 
of the corporation show Curtis to be the 
owner of any stock of the concern. Smith, 
it averred, did not own any stock 
of record until June 24, 1902, after the 
plan of conversién had been adopted, 
and that the stock now recorded in 
Smith’s name was voted in favor of the 
plan. Hodge, it is admitted, owns 100 
shares of stock, but it is alleged that he 
was not present at the stockholders’ meet- 
ing when the plan was submitted and that 
his stock was not voted either by himself 
or by proxy.

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‘DR. GALLAUDET, FRIEND 


OF DEAF-MUTES, DEAD 


Missionary to Silent World Attained 
a Ripe Age. 


Like His Father, Devoted His Life to 
Physical and Spiritual Benefit 
of the Afflicted. 


The Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallaudet died yes- 
terday morning in his residence, 112 West 
Seoventy-eighth Street. He had passed the 
Biblical limit of life by ten years and had 
spent the greater part of it in the silent 
world of deaf-mutes. About his bed when 
death came were the members of his fam- 
ily. All except his deaf-mute wife heard 
the tired sigh, the announcement of the 
end, and she realized as soon as the others 
that he would not wake again to speak to 
her in their sign langauge. 

Dr. Gallaudet had suffered for some time 
with valvular weakness of the heart. His 
death was not unexpected. Members of the 
family were summoned early yesterday 
morning. They knelt about his bed; his 
wife, his son, Dr. B. B. Gallaudet, and his 
daughter, Mrs. A. D. Shaw; Mrs. Richard 
M. Sherman, Jr., wife of a clergyman; Mrs. 
Herbert Stanley Smith, and the two Misses 
Gallaudet. 


News of the death of Dr. Gallaudet will 
cause mourning around the world. Thou- 
sands of deaf-mutes are scattered who 
loved the rector of St. Ann's Church for 
the work he had done for them. 

Dr. Gallaudet followed in the footsteps of 
his father, for whom he was named. Like 


his father, he married a deaf-mute and gave 
up his life for the help of the unfortunates. 
Father and son were called to the labor of 
love through the afflictions of others. Each 
was a minister of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. 

The elder Gallaudet, when a young man 
in Hartford, Conn., pitied a little girl, 
Alice Cogswell, the daughter of a neighbor. 
who had lost her power of speech and hear- 
ing through scarlet fever. He managed to 
communicate with her through a system of 
signals with the fingers. It was not long 
before he taught the little girl to read. 

Alice’s father, finding that there were 
many others similarly afflicted, interested 
wealthy men of Hartford in a school for 
deaf-mutes. Dr. Gallaudet was sent abroad, 
where it was said that the foreigners best 
understood the sign language. He re- 
turned with Laurent Clerc, a pupil of Se- 
card, and the celebrated institution at Hart- 
ford, the first in America, was founded. 
Other schools sprang up all over the coun- 

Dr, Gallaudet, the son, after being grad- 
uated from Trinity College, accepted the 
position of an instructor in what is 
now the New York Institute for the 
Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb. At 
the same time he was studying for the 
ministry. Soon after his ordination a minis- 
ter told of a young girl dying with con- 
sumption. She was deaf and dumb and 
could not read, as she had never been in- 
structed. The young clergyman went to her 
and in a little while was able to make her 
understand the sign language. In that way 
he gave to her the consolations of religion. 
She died shortly after having signaled: 
leave content, and sure of my welcome.” 

Dr. Gallaudet was deeply impressed with 
what he saw to be his mission. He called 
it *‘the awakening of Sleeping Souls.” To 
that he consecrated his life. He was the 
founder and pene manager of the Churca 
Mission for Deaf-Mutes in this city, of the 
Gallaudet Home in Poughkeepsie, of schools 
in Rome, Rochester, and Malone m this 
State, and one at Beverly, Mass. He was 
also largely responsible for the New York 
Institute for the Instruction of Deaf-Mutes, 
of which he was a Director. 

All over the United States spread the 
work started by his father and carried on 
by him. He was constantly traveling from 
State to State to preach his silent sermons 
to the afflicted. Eight clergymen were or- 
dained irto the church to which he be- 
longed, most.of them against the protests 
of Bishops, who feared that it would be 
wrong to consecrate dumb men _ until 
Bishops had listened to the eloquence of 
Dr. Gallaudet’s arguments as to the need 
of them in the church work. 

Wherever people talk with their fingers 
there is some one to tell of the good works 
of the rector of St. Ann's. When one of 
the dumb fell sick another would seek the 
rector. He never failed to respond, no mat- 
ter what the hour and the weather. He 
looked on that as a sacred duty, and im- 
pressed it on his followers in his sermons. 

‘*Don't leave them alone, when those 
who would, if they could, are everywhere 
eager to help them,’ he would say. “Go 
to the sick to succor and help them, to 
sympathize with them, and to repeat to 
them the story of Christ on your fingers.” 

Appreciative of the loneliness of the deaf- 
mutes, and the necessity for some sort of 
social communion, he formed clubs of the 
afflicted that they might get together for 
silent conversations. p 

He was a frequent visitor to the bar of 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel on Sunday after- 
noons. It has been the custom of the 
proprietors for years to give up this room 
to the afflicted on Sunday. One week day 
he heard some one laughing at the antics 
of a ‘“‘dummy” in the bar. He walked 
in, wearing his clerical garb. He made a 
few swift movements on his fingers, and 
the man left the place with him. He was 
never seen again in the bar except on Sun- 
day afternoons. 

It was in 1852 that Dr. Gallaudet founded 
the St. Ann’s Free Church. The first 
services were held in a room in the old 
building of the New York University, and 
later in the hall of the New York His- 
torical Society. In 1892, that he might 
enter into broader missionary work, he 
became pastor emeritus. About eight years 
ago the church was consolidated with St. 
Matthew's Church, in West Eighty-fourth 
Street, near Central Park West. A separate 
chapel was built for the deaf-mutes in 
West One Hundred and Forty-eighth Street, 
near Amsterdam Avenue. 

Dr. Gallaudet’s son last night said that 
the funeral of his father would take place 
on Friday, at 4 o'clock, from St. Mat- 
thew’s Church. The services will be con- 
ducted by the Rev. A. H. Judge, the rec- 
tor, and will be interpreted by the Rev. 
Dr. John Chamberlain, who was assistant 
to Dr. Galludet in the sign language. The 
widow last night received a telegram of 
condolence from Bishop Potter, saying that 
he would attend the services at the church. 
The burial will be in Hartford, Conn. 

The Empire State Association of Deaf- 
Mutes will hold its annual meeting in 
Troy, N. Y., today, and will take some 
action on the death of their patron, 





PLAN TO FLY TWO AIRSHIPS. 


Santos-Dumont’s Machine Has Rival in 
that of Leo Stevens—Experi- 
ments at Beaches. 


Two rival airships are sceduled to leave 
terra firma from Manhattan and Brighton 
Beaches next Week. When or where they 
will land is not even known to the navi- 
gators. 

‘“* Pegasus 


is the name of the Manhat- 
tan Beach flying machine. Her inventor 
and operator, who will ‘ positively make 


the ascent at all hazards,”’ is Leo Stevens, 
known as an aeronaut for the last twenty- 


one years. 

Though Santos-Dumont, the French 
flyer, has gone to Europe, the plan of an 
aerial flight from Brighton Beach to the 
Battery was abandoned for only a short 
time, as 2,000 applicants, from all parts of 
the country, applied for his job. Some sub- 
mitted civil service diplomas. So, on ac- 
count of the dull Summer along the coast, 
an effort wil be made to have a flying 
machine that will fly, at least a little. In 
the absence of M. Santos, a New Yorker 
will act as navigator on the Brighton 
Beach machine. It was rumored ‘that 
Charles Murphy, the e¢yclist, will be chosen. 
The first flight is expected to be private. 

Pegasus looks crude in construction be- 
side the delicate contour of the French 
flier. It is 86 feet long and 22 feet in di- 
ameter when fully inflated. The balloon is 
composed of 1,400 yards of Japanese silk, 
which is said to have cost $2.85 a yard, 
There is a balloon within a balloon, so 
that if the outer one should leak the inner 
one will hold up the machine, Her screw 
is in the shape of blades framed with steel 
and ribbed with bamboo sticks, over which 
there is a layer of silk. It will be placed 
at the bow. 

The navigator is seated behind a small 
engine furnished with naphtha power. He 
carries 72 pounds of water ballast in a 
small tank and 300 pounds surplus, which 
includes grappling hooks, areas, tanks, 
life preservers, and other things. Just 
amidship there are, on each side, two para- 
chutes. The mechanical part of the ship 
will be located exactly in the centre and 
about twelve feet below the balloon. The 
rudder is located astern. 

Stevens says he is confident the ma- 
chine will ascend, but modestly admits that 
he does not know if it will descend. Next 
Wednesday or Thursday the experiment 
will be made. Several naphtha launches in 
the bay will follow thé expected flight of 
the machine.

pect Uncie’s Money. 


As a means of gaining a livelihood for his 
mother and himself, and at the same time 
follow the calling for which he thinks 
nature has best fitted him, Clifford Russell 
Sage, grand-nephew of Russell Sage, the 
financier, has determined to go on the stage 
He took this decision after several months 
recently spent in his uncle’s office as a 
clerk, and yesterday signed contracts with 
Liebler & Co. to take a small speaking part 
as a tumbler in Kyrle Bellew’s “‘ Gentle- 
man of France,” which goes on the road 
next month.

Attorney General P. C. Knox, with his 
son, Reed, sailed on board the steamship 
Oceanic of the White Star Line for Europe 
yesterday. Mr. Knox said that President 
Roosevelt's speeches, in which he referred 
to trusts, would undoubtedly cause Con- 
gress to take some action at its next meet- 
ing. 

**I am going abroad for the purpose of 
obtaining a clear title to the property 
bought by us from the Panama Canal Com- 
pany,” he said. ‘I shall also investigate 
the treaty between the Panama Canal Com- 
pany and the Columbian Government, which 
is to be transferred to us. I have no doubt 
that everything will go through all right. 
The reports that I have received from Mr. 
Russell of the Department of Justice, who 
has been in Paris during the past six 


weeks, show that everything is going on 
harmoniously. 

‘In regard to the President's recent 
speeches on the trust question, I can say 
only that I am heartily in accord with 
everything he has said. I think, after 
what the President has said, that some- 
thing in regard to the trusts will be forth- 
coming at the next meeting of Congress. 
The President has been making great and 


wise speeches, which will undoubtedly bear | 


ruit.”’ 


Mr. Knox was asked to give an opinion on | 


the prognostication of Russell Sage in 
which he sald that the formation of trusts 
would surely bring on a revolution. 

“If the American people want the trusts 
done away with it will be done,’’ Mr. Knox 
said. ‘It would be shameful for the 
American people to admit that they could 
not do anything that they wanted to.”’

The latter first 
made their claims when prices had scored a 
rise of 50 ints, but unmindful of others’ opin- 
ions, the bull operator continued to rush the

03 points above bottom, or up nearly $5 a bale. 
It will be remembered that just when most 
needed the drought and extreme heat in the belt 
came tothe aid of the longs and made the posi- 
tion of the shorts well nigh untenable. The 
market opened easy, with prices 3 to 10 points 
lower, this being a natural response to disap- 
pointing English market advices, and to a fore- 
cast for general rains over the central and 
eastern sections of the belt. On the decline 
smaller longs sold out hurriedly, and considerable 
short cotton was put out on the theory that the 
long-looked-for ‘‘reaction’’ was indeed at 
hand. Wall Street bulls appeared to be selling 
the Spring months, and Europe offered the list 
in general. However, just when all were looking 
for a further sharp decline, the whole market 
swung around in no uncertain manner, and on 
strong bull support and a quick scare of the 
most sensitive shorts, oo shot up with re- 
markable speed. Several times the leading bear 
tried to stem the tide of buying and to turn the 
course of the market, but met with positively 
no encouragement. Soon after Wall Street 
started its aggressive support reports began to 
reach the ring that hot winds were prevailing 
over important areas of Texas, and the tempera- 
tures were so high as to actually wither vegeta- 
tion. Private telegrams reported alarming de- 
terioration of the crop in that country, and 
the weather forecast by wire from Washington 
gave no sign of relief in the immediate future. 
Very bad reports from a number of districts of 
the central belt and from Georgia simply 
added to the scare of the shorts. On the late 
forenoon advance tremendous trading was done, 
and commission houses handled more orders than 
have been given by the speculative public in 
months. As the day progressed the market met 
with several sharp setbacks under flurries of 
preps taking, but renewed demand from the 
shorts and fresh aggressive bull support quickly 
rushed prices back to top notch with the gen- 
eral trend of the market still radically in bulls 
favor. The fright of the bears did not subside 
until August had touched 8.79, October 8.50, and 
January 8.46. Several times the fluctuations of 
the market carried prices well up to these 
figures after a decline of 10 to 12 points had 
occurred. Near the close the selling to secure 
profits by the commission house element caused 
a dragging downward movement with the mar- 
ket finally barely steady and net 1 point lower 
to 12 points higher.

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COLORADO FUEL FIGHT 
TAKES A NEW TURN 


Motion in Colorado to Remove 
Cases to Federal Courts. 


Gates Party issues a Statement of Its 
Side of the Controversy, Which 
J. C. Osgood Says ts Full of 
Misrepresentations. 


That the fight of John W. Gates and his 
associates to gain control of the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company is not to be given 
up, at least for the present, was made ap- 
parent from two facts yesterday. ‘The first 
was a motion in the Colorado courts to re- 
move the cases now pending before State 
tribunals to the United States courts. The 


second was the issuance of a statement of | 


the Gates side of the controversy. 

It was the Colorado State courts that en- 
joined the stockholders from meeting in 
Denver recently when Mr. Gates, John J. 
Mitchell, and James A. Blair went there 
prepared to elect their own Board of Di- 
rectors and oust John C. Osgood from the 
control. The motion to remove the case to 
the Federal courts is to be heard Satur- 
day. The grounds of the motion are that 
the State courts were intimidated and 


would not give the Gates party a fair hear- 


ing. 

The statement of the Gates party is to be 
sent to each of the shareholders who sent 
proxies to be voted by the Gates faction 
at the meeting called for Aug. 20. Horn- 
blower, Miller, Byrne & Potter figure in 
the statement as counsel for the 
party. The motion 
made by Wolcott, Vaile & Waterman, of 
which firm ex-United States Senator Wol- 
cott is a member. 

The statement given out yesterday 
that the differences between Mr. Osgood 
and his friends and Mr. Gates and his 
friends ‘‘ are of long standing, 
said to have originated with the deliberate 
violation by Mr. Osgood of a written agree- 
ment entered into before the last (1901) an- 
nual meeting of the company, covering the 
personnel of the Directors to be chosen at 
that meeting. These differences grew in 
number, and were greatly accentuated frdm 
month to month during the last year.” 


MINOR COMPANIES FOSTERED. 


It is then recited that Mr. Osgood would 
not divulge to any of the Gates Directors 
of the company anything concerning the 
business of the corporation. But the Gates 
party became “ satisfied that a number of 
subsidiary corporations were being fos- 
tered, more or less, at the expense of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company 
the benefit of Mr. Osgood and his friends. 

The Gates party were assured, they say, 
last Fall that the company's financial con- 
dition was first class, and, relying upon 
that assurance, they invested in the stock 
extensively, only to have the dividend on 
the common stock passed soon afterward. 
Then began the fight of the Gates party to 

gain control of the company. The story is 
told of the mandamus by which the names 
of stockholders were secured, and of the 
fact that proxies for 191,60). out of the 
259,178.4 shares of the company: were re- 
ceived by the Gates party. 

Meanwhile, according to Cet eiatement, 
on July 30, a by-law was passed by ‘the Di- 
rectors in Colorado, and without knowledge 
of the Gates party, preventing the share- 
holders from electing their own presiding 
officer for the stockholders’ meeting, but

It developed, however, that the stock 
book was only a list—not a bound bvuok; 
therefore the suit was thrown out of court. 
“On Aug. 18, 1902, without the knowledge 
of any of the minority Directors, at an ad- 
journed meeting of the regular meeting, 
no notice of such meeting maving been 

given, they adopted an entirely new by-law, 

whereby the Secretary was directed to 
prepare a stock book to be kept in Colo- 
rado. In this book, so the by-law p:o- 
vided, he was to enter all original issues 
of stock and all transfers of such original 
issues, provided such transfers had been 
made within sixty days prior to the de- 
mand for the entry of the same, and fro 

vided also that the old certificate of stock 
was surrendered Ao the Secretary upon the 
making of such demand. 

“This made it impossible for any share- 
holder who had not purchased his stock 
from an original holder within — F days 
and had not still in his possession t cer- 
tificate issued to the first holder of the 
stock, to secure the entry of his name upon 
the Colorado stock book. It amounted to 
disfranchisement of practically all of the 
company’s shareholders. 

“The officers of the company admitted 
our charges, but asserted that they intend- 
ed to permit any one to vote who had thie 
legal right to vote. They also contended 
that the ytransfer books of the company 
kept in New York were not determinative 
of the right to vote, and claimed, in effect, 
the authority to reject all our votes, unless 
we showed that we represented, not only 
the record holders of the stock, but also the 
then present absolute holders owners of the 
equity therein.” 

But, the Gates party maintain, they would 
have won out even with this handicap if 
the meeting had been held. ‘“‘ But on Aug. 
20, about two hours before the meeting wus 
to convene, one George F. Bartlett, an etn- 
ploye of the Victor Coal Company, a cor- 
poration subordinate to the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron Company, who was the holder of 
ten shares of preferred and five shares of 
latter company, and 
the instigation of the vom- 
obtained ex parte an in- 
junction, absolutely prohibiting the elec- 
tion. This was upon the ground that the 
Secretary had not published any notice of 
the meeting in a Denver paper, as required 
bv the by-laws, an omission that two of the 
officers openly admitted had been madc in- 
tentionally and for the very purpose of de- 
the meeting.”’

‘So far as concerns the officers them- 
selves, the boldness of their proceedings is 
somewhat explicable when the public senti- 
ment of Denver and the State of Colorado 
is understood. Tor weeks all of the Den- 
ver papers have been engaged in a most 
bitter and unscrupulous warfare upon the 
undersigned and all those associated with 
us, Stock jobbers’ and ‘ stock gamblers’ 
pli the mildest epithets that have been ap- 
plied to us. 

It was asserted that our purpose in de- 
siring to control the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company was to sell its properties to the 
United States Steel Corporation, and that in 

case we were successful in the contest, all 
the mills, mines, and other works of the 
former company ‘would be closed and all its 
employes discharged. The operatives of 
the company were incited to a state of 
mind bordering upon frenzy; public sentt- 
ment generally was so unanimously and so 
vehemently opposed to us that it is safe to 
say that no judge could have decided one of 
the cases above referred to in our favor 
without seriously Injuring his own future. 

‘Although more then one officer of the 
company admitted in conversation that we 
controlled a large majority of the com- 
pany’s stock, and although Mr. Osgood 
himself never ventured to deny this‘ fact, 
he asserted to one of our associates that he 
would go to any length to which he could 
go without making himself amenable to the 
law to retain his control.’’ 

The statement concludes with the follow- 
ing paragraph, after saying that sugges- 
tions and proposals in the premises would 
be offered in another communication: 

** We should add that we were approached 
with a proposition of so-called compromise. 
This proposition involved the purchase of

The Hall woman, who is said to have 
come originally from Stroudsburg, Penn., 
lived in three rooms in the rear of the first 
floor of the address given, which is a tene- 
ment. The tenants across the hall from 


her rooms heard the men come in early 
Tuesday evening. A few moments later 
Mrs. Kahn, who occupies rooms adjoining, 
heard sounds of scuffling in the latter 
apartments. Later there was quiet. An 
hour later the Kahn woman heard the 
sounds of another struggle, followed by 
four revolver shots. She gave the alarm, 
and, when the police finally arrived, they 
found the woman and Campbell lying in 
the front room of the apartments, each 
with a bullet wound in the heart. Both 
were quite dead. In a rear room was found 
Ganz, lying unconscious with a _ bullet 
wound in the head. The woman's night- 
gown hung in shreds. The two men were 
fully dressed, 

In the bedroom was found a single re- 
volver, with four chambers empty. 

There was no way of determining which 
one of the trio fired the shots or if only 
one did all of the shooting.
